ONLY SIX CONSTITUTIONAL 


AMENDMENTS ADOPTED 


Votes Officially Canvassed by Séc- 


retary of State Show Fifteen 
Were Defeated. 

Six of the 21 proposed constitu- 
tional amendments voted upon by 
people of Missouri at a_ special 
election held throughout the State 
Feb. 26 weer adopted, according to 


a canvass of the vote made today 


at Jefferson City by Secretary of 
State Baker. 
Those which passed were amend- 
ments Nos. 4, 8, 9, 18, 19 and 21. 
Number 4 is the amendment 


which would authorize a State bond 


issue of $4,600,000 to complete 
payment of the soldier bonus, No. 
8 would increase the number of 


votes of State Senators required to 


remove a State official in impeach- 
ment procedings from 12 to 23. 

No. 9 would enable the open- 
ing of ballot boxes in the investi- 
gation of election frauds and the 
use of ballots in evidence in the 
trial of election fraud cases. No. 
18 would make the practice of 
népotism by a public official 
ground for removal from office. 
No. 19 is the Kansas City improve- 
ment bond proposition and No. 21 
is the schedule to put into effect 
those, amendments which weré 
adopted.

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he worked, but he. couldn’t work 
with frozen hands. He knew there 
was a veterans’ hospital at St. 
Louis, and “so I decided to go 
there—I never thought for a minute 
they wouldn’t take me,” he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 
“I got fine care the 26- months I 
was in a Government hospital in 
France,”’ he added simply. 

Scott’s funds consisted of $30, 
and he spent $27.60 for a ticket 
to St. Louis. Foolishly, he failed 
to have his hands treated at Bis- 
marck. “They didn’t hurt—were 
just kind of hard,” he explained. 

But the frozen members began 
paining him soon, and_ while 
changing trains in Minnesota, he 
had a physician treat them. The 
doctor refused any payment for the 
service to the veteran, as did also 
a physician at Centralia, Mo., who 
gave the hands attention. 


Scott had just 55 cents when he 
reached St. Louis the night of Feb. 
29. Not knowing the city, he got 
off at the Wabash’'s Delmar boule- 
vard station to look for the Veter- 
ans’ Hospital. The hands were 
paining him again, and he went 
into a nearby doctor's office. 

A. nurse there refused his 55 
cents and administered to him. 
Then the doctor came, took one 
look at his hands, Scott says, and 
declared: ‘“‘Man, you need to go to 
the hospital.” 


Barred as Nonresident. 


An ambulance was called, and a 
policeman took him to the City 
Hospital. “I thought they were 
going to take tare of me, until they 
asked me where I lived,” Scott 
said. “I wouldn't lie to them, and 
then they said they couldn’t take 
me because I was a nonresident. 
And I wasn’t an emergency case. | 
they deeided, because I'd already 
been treated by those other do-- 
tors. . 

“The policeman argued with 
three or four of the doctors, but 
it didn’t do any good, so he took 
me to the station and I was given 
a bed at the free (municipal) lodg- 
ing house. The next day, after T 
had spent my money for food, I 
asked a man on the street how to 
get to the Veterans’ Hospital. He 
took me there in his car, but they 
turned me down. Said I hadn't 
got my hands injured in the serv- 
ice. 

“I didn’t know what to do—but 
I thought about East St. Louis. 
where I was born. After I had 
walked across the Free Bridge, I 
went to the police station. They 
ealled Dr. Ryan to see what to 
do, and he said: “We'll treat him, 
of course, and then send him to 
a hospital.” 

Dr. Lawrence Ryan, city physi- 
clan, had the veteran placed in St. 
Mary’s Hospital at the county’s ex- 
pense, and a few days later he was 
removed to the County Farm hos-

CONGRESS ALONE TO 
BLAME IF TAX CUT

“Jefferson City 60" was the, sta- 
tion number . in Commissioner 
Prather’s office in the Capitol 
Building. They proceeded to tap 
the “Harrison” exchange telephone. 

The investigators rented a room 
in. a small hotel across the street 
from the Sheidley Building. From 
the hotel room they could view the 
office of the State officials. While 
one man watched the office with 
binoculars, another listened to tel- 
ephone conversations on the 
tapped wire into the office. All 
conversations held over that line 
on Jan. 14 were heard by the lis- 
tener-in. | 

Commissioners Prather and Na- 
tions were in the office during the 
morning, but left about noon and 

id not return that day. 

One of the calls heard during the 
afternoon was th: of Commis- 
sioner Nations, who asked for 
Prather, and when told that 
Prather was not in, left a request 
that Prather call up the Dixon Ho- 
tel and ask for “Sharp.”

WITNESSES ARRIVE 
IN WASHINGTON 


Regular Republicans on 
Committee Take Little 
Part in Work Preliminary 


to Hearing.

WASHINGTON, March 11.— 
Witnesses for the Senate investiga- 
tion of Attorney-General Daugher- 
ty have begun to arrive in Wash- 
ington. They are taken imme- 
diately to the office of Senator 
Wheeler, “prosecutor” for the Sen- 
ate committee, who announced that 
hearings would begin Thursday. 

Present plans call for evidence at 
the first hearing concerning the 
Cantu revolution in Lower Califor- 
nia, some of the details of which 
as told unofficially to the commit- 
tee, were published in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday. 

After examining material dealing 
with the subject Senator Wheeler 
last night reiterated he would be 
able to make good on the charges 
that Daugherty and oil interests 
aided the revolution. Chairman 
Brookhart nor any of the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee 
is neither disturbed by the efforts 
that ©. L. Doheny and . other 
friends of Daugherty are making to 
stir up a backfire. 

When Senator Wheeler’s atten- 
tion was called to a statement given 
out by Doheny in which he told of 
a $5,000,000 loan to President Ob- 
regon the Senator immediately re- 
called that Doheny had testified 
that in 1920 he contributed to both 
the Democratic and Republican 
campaign funds in the United 
States. 

Known to State Department. 

The Doheny loan to Obregon was 
made with the knowledge of the 
State Department. 

In order to get further corrobo- 
ration of the stories of gunrunning 
which agents of the Department of

J. W. Zevely, personal counsel to 
Harry F. Sinclair, he said, told him 
that all efforts to keep Harry 
Payne Whitney off the stand had 
failed. He then went to Zevely to 
enlist his aid to a similar end for 
McLean, but was told that it was 
useless. 

Major said he thought “that 
man,” mentioned in another tele- 
gram to McLean, referred to Ber- 
nard M. Baruch of New York. The 
message said “that man” was to 
“see the party today,” and Major 
testified “‘the party” probably was 
Senator Walsh. 

With Baruch. the witness went 
tn, he had “discussed Mr. McLean 
and discussed you, sir. He spoke 
highly of you.” “That's not sur- 
prising,” Senator Walsh put in, 
“he’s a friend of mine.” 

“He said it was a damned 
shame,” continued Major, “that 
Ned McLean was mixed up in this 
thing for nothing.” 

“What was he (Baruch) going 
to see me about?” Senator Walsh 
asked. ‘“‘Do you know whether he 
did see me or not?” “I don’t think 
he did,’”’ Major replied. 


A Hypothctica] Question. 


Major was asked what was 
meant by a telegram from McLean 
asking that he find out “in care- 
ful manner bank about matter I 
will talk to you about over the tele- 
phone later.”’ 

“That was an uncompleted mes- 
sage,’’ the witness said. ‘I didn’t 
talk to him.” , 

Senator Walsh read a code mes- 
sage to Major from McLean on the

Immediately thereafter they will 
come back to Washington and let 
a grand jury work on the matter 
of criminal prosecutions. 

Until the courts determine to 
whom the oil belongs a receiver 
will be appointed by mutual con- 
sent—probably one of the retired 
vamirals of the Navy, to take 
charge of the proceeds. The first 
man agreed on for this was «a |1- 
miral Griffen, who was one of 
those who opposed the leases, but 
he was unable to serve. 


Should {it be found impossible to 
get a retired naval officer of the 
calibre required, it is intended to 
have two receivers, one of whom 
shall be a practical oil man. This 
turning of the money into oil would 
cut off automatically the royalty 
required to complete the Pearl 
Harbor depots, but Frank J. Hogan, 
Doheny’s lawyer, yesterday trans- 
mitted qa letter to President Cool- 
jidge stating he would complete the 
work, which will require $2,000,- 
000, and that he had given his 
company his guarantee to pay this 
personally should the Government 
fail to pay for it. 


" Doheny’s Statements. 


In his letter to the President 
Doheny pointed out that the first 
Pear] Harbor project was com- 
pleted and that his company al- 
ready had spent $7,500,000 and had 
received oil in payment to the ex- 
tent of only $3,500,000. There are 
500 men at work on the contrac, 
an enormous amount of material is 
on hand and more enroute and it 
is presented that, if the job is not 
completed, all the work on the 
second project will be lost. 


Pomerene and Roberts informed 
Doheny they would not advise the 
Government to issue any more 
vouchers, which probably {s the 
reason Doheny’s offer was sent 
over from the White House to the 
office of the Government's specia] 
counsel without comment. 


Doheny’s attorney said the work 
would go right on without waiting 
for an acceptance of the proposal.

Pearl Harbor Construction. 

The Pan-American. Petroleum 
and Transport Co., which is doing 
the work at Pearl Harbor, has is- 
sued a statement detailing the 
progress of work there and how it 
wags being paid for. It is this con- 
tract that involved the leasing of 
the California naval! reserve. 

The contention in the Senate is 
that the expenditure of millions—~ 
$102,000,000 is the aggregate con- 
templated-——is illegal without con- 
sressional appropriation, the law 
limiting the amount the navy can 
spend for this purpose to $500,000. 
The answer of the Sinclair and 
Doheny lawyers and of 
Denby was that the law only for- 
bade the spending of money and 
put no limit on the expenditure of 
royalty oil. 


“This construction work,” says 
the Doheny statement, referring to 


General Wood’s son declared the},-+ of tank construction. 


statement is a report from the J. 
G. White Engineering Corporation, 
which is supervising the work, and 
which states that abandonment of 
the Pearl Harbor job at this time 
would involve a complete storage 
loss. : 

“The greater part of the com- 
plicated material schedule,” con- 
tinues the report, “is made to spe- 
cial navy specifications and has 
had to be especially manufactured. 
The salvage of such of this as has 
not yet been- delivered ‘: small to 
the manufacturer; but the delay 
and difficulty of replacing it, not 
to mention cost, Is great. in the 
event of résumption after aban- 
donment. 

Unusual Job Described. 

“The job is unusual in that’ thé 
tanks which are designed to store 
for 20 to 40 years refined oil for a 
naval fuel reserve are, with the 
exception of a few isolated experi- 
ments, the largest that have ever 
been built. They are of three times 
the capacity of the ordinary navy 
or commercial tank and involve

The power of an aggressive 
monotheism, based upon strong 
democratic principles, which has 
never known a color discrimination, 
has proved irresistible in Africa. 

“But with the war, Mohammed- 
anism, already vexed by modernis- 
tic influences in Egypt and Turkey, 
underwent its most rigorous trials. 
On one hand was the fanatical su- 
perstitious Moslem of Arabia, whose 
Turkish suzerain had long lost com- 
munal respect. On the other were 
the Indian Moslems of the British, 
as well as those ruled by France 
and Russia, sensible of the danger 
of extinguishing the corrupt Turk- 
ish state.” 

Faces a Real Test. 

But Mohammedanism came 
through the war and since ihe end 
of the war has made astoundivug 
steps forward—thanks to Mustapha 
Kema). He has won victories with- 
out the sword, the sole instrument 
used by Mohammedans who pre- 
ceded him. He has won a social 
and a moral as well as a political 
victory over an overwhelm.ngly 
fanatical population under’ the 
principles of Western democracy. 

Now Kemal faces a real task. He 
must hold together the people of 
Islam with a religious «directory 
governed by the Turkish Assembly. 
This will be easy enough with the 
Turks, for they are wild with en- 
thusiasm for his nationalist dreams. 
But whether he can hold other 
peoples, many of them hostile to 
the Turks, in religious unity with- 
out the Ottoman caliphate is some- 
thing that is still to be determined. 
Alreidy the Albanian Moslems 
have broken loose, declaring that 
no true caliph has existed since 
Mohanimed. 

Mohammed enjoyed absolute rule 
over his people as a divinely. in- 
spired and guided ‘prophet, akin, 
he believed, to Christ and Abra- 
ham. He led prayers. He acted as 
judge. He ruled. If he consulted 
with others or paid any attention 
to public feeling, it was as a me2.t- 
ter of policy; the ultimate decision 
rested with himself. He was the 
state. 


Upon Mohammed's 
632, he was succeeded 5y Abu 
Bekr, his most trusted follower, 
who became caliph, or “successor,” 
later also commander of the faith- 
ful. He was an absolute ruler, 
though he was democratically 
elected by the Moslems. He aéd- 
ministered Islam and his word was 
law. He directed everything, 
though theoretically fslam is. built 
on just five principles: That there 
is no god save one, and Allah jis his 
prophet; prayer, the poor-rate, nil- 
grimege and fasting. 

Chartered Plunderers. 

Abu Bekr kept intact the Islam 
of Mohammed, which came into 
existence by the sword following 
Mohammed’s preaching and fe- 
volting against the worldliness of 
Mecca and Médina, by keeping his 


—- —

warlike followers busy plundering 


outside his dominions. Omar, who 
followed him, extended Islam for 
many miles; he seemed to think 
that Moslems were the chartered 
plunderers of the.world. Omar 
pushed the Byzantine empire out 
of Syria, overran Armenia, con- 
quered Egypt and _  reconquered 
Persia, even captured Jerusalem. 

In the next 125 years Islam 
spread itself from the Indian Ocean 
to the Atlantic and Spain and from 
the borders of China to Upper 
Egypt. The new faith carried the 
Arab idea and the Arabic scrip- 
tures before worldliness, the old 
trading and plundering spirit and 
the glamor of the silk robe. 

H. G. Wells says that “if the 
reader entertains any delusions 
about a fine civilization, either Per- 
sian, Roman, Hellenic or Egyptian, 
being submerged by this flood, the 
sooner he dismisses such ideas the 
better.”” Islam, he maintains, pre- 
vailed because that was the best 
social and political order the 
times could afford. 


However, while the armies of Is- 
lam were advancing triumphantly 
to the conquest of the world, civil 
war at home smote them. The his- 
tory of Islam degenerated into the 
norma! crimes and intrigues of an 
Oriental dynasty. Local squabbles 
of the times overshadowed Islam's 
external history. 

Still, in 782. the Moslem advance 
in Europe, despite troubles at 
home, was still so great that it 
threatened all the civilization that 
has come down to us. Charles Mar- 
tel defeated the Moslems in one of 
the great battles of history between 
Tours and Poitiers. 

The Great Wars. 

But for that defeat, according to 
the eminent historian Gibbon, “per- 
haps the interpretation of the Ko- 
ran would now be taught in the 
schools of Oxford and her pulpits 
might demonstrate to a circum- 
cised people the sanctity and truth 
of the revelation of Mohammed.”

WASHINGTON, March 1. 
LIVELY year politically is in 
sight. Listen to these possibili- 
ties. The investigations of

ELECTION .of the Cabinet of 

S President Wilson was a unique 
process probably without par- 
;allel in American history. It is 
doubtful whether anyone played a 
greater part in the making of the 
Cabinet than Colonel House.

Informed on Foreign Affairs. 


In the weeks {mmediately pre- 
ceding the inauguarttion Col. 
House was especially valuable to 
Mr. Wilson in deciding political 
questions relating to the personnel 
®f the cabinet. After the inaugura- 
tion the Colonel] kept on dealing 
with patronage matters for Mr. 
Wilson and keeping the latter in- 
formed on the impressions the Ad- 
ministration was making in the 
large centers of the East. But the 
Colonel brought mostly to Mr. WiIl- 
son later an intimate knowledge 
of foreign affairs and a personal 
acquaintance with many of the 
most important figures in world 
diplomacy Mr. Wilson’s. readiness 
to entrust Col. House with his con- 
fidence on missions relating to 
foreign policy was due to his be- 
lief that the Colonel was tactful 
and diplomatic and would not be 
restricted by the same forms and 
conventions that surrounded a full 
fledged Ambassador. Many peo- 
ple never could understand why 
President Wilson made use of un- 
official envoys. The truth of the 
matter is that Mr. Wilson felt more 
could be accomplished by an un- 
attached envoy than by one who 
was officially accredited to a Gov- 
ernment and therefcre unable’ to 
reach into the heart of a problem 
and make personal investigation, 
or say things as bluntly as could a 
castial envoy who had no official 
status. 

‘ Mr. Wilson used to refer to Col. 
House as his “eyes and ears.” He 
was more than that. He was Mr. 
Wilson's personal representative in 
making a first-hand investigation 
of the facts and opinions conveyed 
to the White House by Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers in long-winded 
official reports. Col. House was 
really analogous to the star report- 
er who Is occasionally sent by his 
newspaper to make a general sur- 
vey of a situation. Local corre- 
spondents are maintained in near- 
| ly every important center, but large 
| newspapers, every now and then, 
| send a man to visit a certain sec- 
i tion of the country and follow a 
particular line of investigation. He 
‘fs often able to pry into matters 
which the local correspondent for 
one reason and another is embar- 
rassed in attempting to untangle. 
Col. House, moreover, had the fac- 
ulty of digesting situations and 
putting them into brief reports. He 
was adroit in his conversations— 
he never committed the Govern- 
ment of the United States to any 
policy. He worked in close har- 
mony with the Ambassadors and 
Ministers, and he did take a large 
burden off Mr. Wilson's mind. 

Wilson and D. F.. Honston. 

But before the inauguration Col. 
House can be said to have been re- 
sponsible for the selection of

PARIS, March 11.—The Govern- 
ment is credited with having taken 
a resolution to stop all further res- 


toration work in the devastated re- 
gions as one of the best means of 
cutting down expenses this year 
and improving the value of the 
franc. 

Work actually begun will be con- 
tinued, but nothing more will be 
undertaken. This decision woutd 
mean a saving of 7,000,000,000 
francs,. but it-is certain to meet 
fierce opposition in Parliament. A 
section of the Government press, 
however, supports it. 

The gravity of the crisis, it: is 
urged, precludes half-measures. 
Parliament and the nation are 
asked to make heavy sacrifices in 
order to save the country from 
ruin. Appeals are made to the pa- 
triotism of members of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies and the Senate. 

Premier Poincare yesterday con- 
ferred with leaders of all parties in 
both Houses trying to convince 
them of the necessity of suspend- 
ing restoration of the devastated 
regions until the financial crisis is 
passed, 

The proposed internal loan of 
30,000,000,000 frances’ will be 
shelved in the interests of economy, 
and it is declared no further loans 
will be attempted. 

Meanwhile the Senate Finance
